Several rescripts were received Thurs- 


day r.t the clerk's office in Pittsfield in 
cases argued in the September sitting of 
the supreme court for Berkshire county, 
and some of them will be read with in- 
terest by the bar of the state, when the 
opinions are published in the reports. 
In 


the case of Frank L.Tilton, administrator, 
jigainsl the Boston & Albany railroad 
Krowinar out of the killing of Ralph Mar- 
tin, a blind mart on ths Park street cross- 
ing hi Adams, the defendant's exceptions 
nre overruled. The court say that there 
was evidence for the jury on the due dili- 
gence of the plaintiff's intestate and to 
the gross negligence of the 
flagman. 


Those were the only two questions raised 
in the defendant's exceptions and the 
verdict of some |39000 against the road 
will sta nd. The case has been tried twice, 
Judge Blodgett allowing a new trial on 
the ground of newly discovered evidence 
at the last October sitting, and Judge 
Bishop heard it again in June. Crosby 
and No son are for the plaintiff, Tilton 
and Marshall Wilcox for the railroad, 
company. The costs will be heavy. 


In tho case of Peter E-yan against the 


New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad company, the supreme court 
over-rule the exceptions taken by the 
plainliff. 
This is a Connecticut case, 


Eyan being a brakcman on the Danbury 
branch, and while getting off a car at a 
switch -n South Norwalk, was struck by a 
wall a ieet away, thrown to the track and 
the engine running over his arm crushed 
it so 11, had to be amputated. 
Eyan 


claimed that he did not know of the wall, 
he working nights on a freight, although 
he had been on the same train for several 
months. The supreme conrt now sjys 
that the plaintiff could not assume Urn1 
there was no obstruction there near the 
track, and it it was habitual, he had suffi- 
cient opportunity for observation. At the 
trial in October Judge Blodgett directed a 
verdict for the road, liter hearing the 
evidence, and plaintiff excepted, which 
exceptions are now over-ruled. Hibbard 
and Carroll were for the plaintiff, and A. 
Chalkey Collins for the defendant road. 


In the two cases of George E. Harris 


and hit sister, .Elizabeth W. Kilborn, 
against the town of Great Barrington, the 
judgment of about $1-100 for Mrs. Kilborn 
and $800 for Harris is affirmed. 
The 


parties were injured on the highway be- 
tween .Kgremont and Great Barrington 
village last fall and the cases were heard 
at the June court bv Judge Bishop, both 
being tried together. The town excepted 
to the vordiet, the main questions being 
the due care exercised by the plaintiffs 
and also whether or not the highway was 
defective. 
The supreme court say that 


there was evideacc in both cases of the 
due caie of the plaintiff and that thn 
highway was defective. The cases were 
bard fought and the verdict of the jury 
was somewhat in doubt until they re- 
ported, but the rescript from the court 
settles Ihe actions. Crosby and Noxon 
were for the plaintiffs and Messrs, Joyner 
and Collins for the town. 


Another case which has much bearing 


on wills and the power ot disposal after- 
wards under them by an heir, is the case 
ofBosetta W. Ford of Great Barsington 
ag.iinst Heman L. Ticknor, or rather 
Walter Ticknor of Alford, who bought of 
Heman, who is now dead. The case was ! 
heard l;.st June by Judge Bishop, the 
case coming from the probate 
court, 


Mrs. Ford, the petitioner, is the daughter- 
in-law of Rosalie M. Ford, widow of 
Etios Ford, under whose will she held his 
property, which consisted of the old holol 
at VanDi.usenville. A part of the prop- 
erty was hers absolutely, but at her death 
she willed to her brother, Heman L. 
Ticknor, the eiiijre real estate there. 
The petitioner, Kosetta 
W. 
Ford, 


asked fcr partition of the real estate, | 
her 
hu',oancl, 
a son of Rosalie, bb- 


ing dead. Judge Bishop found for the 
petitioner, and the case wcut to the su- 
premo court on the law, there being little 
or no dispute on the facts. The supreme 
court aflirm tho judgment for partition 
and say that the power of disposal in the 
widow of Enos Ford did not extend to a 
disposal ,jy will. The grantee of lienian 
L. Ticknor was hia agent and not a bona 
fide purcuaser without notice. George C. 
Warner had the case for the petitioner 
and Mart hall Wilcox for the respondent! 
Ticknor. Mr. Warner held in his argu- 
ment that Rosalie's power of disposal of 
the real rstate under her husband's will 
must be t xercised during hor lifetime and 
not to bt operative alter her death by 
will. The c^VNSu the probate court was 
supposed to be very close.

He gave a little of his own 
varied experience, which was as strong as 
any of the arguments he made in support 
of his idea. The address was open to the 
public and a large number took advantage 
of the opportunity. 


G. T. Fletcher, agent of the state board 


of education presided at all of the exer- 
cises in the assembly hall. He introduced 
Dr. John Basconi this morning. Dr. Bas- 
com spoke on "The Essential of Sound 
Instruction." His address was listened to 
with the closest attention and it was in- 
spiring to a great degree. 
The essential 


that the doctor emphasized was the ac- 
tive vitality of the teacher, superior to 
method or text books. John T.Prince, one 
of the agents of the state board made an 
address on "Interest and Attention." He 
was followed by Principal Murdoch of the 
normal school. His topic was 
"The 


Higher Life in Schools.'1 Mr. Murdock 
gave attention to the Caching of the 
higher things and showed how character 
can be developed by the teacher.

SPENCER IS DEAD. 


The Victim of Crazy Mosely 


Dies This Morning. 


Great Barrington, Oct. 22.—George H. 


Spencer, the Grand Army veteran of the 
mountain village of Hartsville, in the 
town of New Marlboro, died at 9 o'clock 
this forenoon from the injuries inflicted 
by Nathaniel Mosoly, a demented man. 


Spencer was shot in his own doorway 


last Saturday morning, the contents of a 
shot-gun taking effect in the top of his 
head. Part of the scalp was torn away 
and Spencer remained unconscious for 
hours. 
At first it was supposed he was 


dead, but later Spencer showed signs of 
life. Even then it was thought he could 
not last over an hour. He lingered, how- 
ever, until this morning. 


Mosely is still missing and as far as is 


known no one has seen him since the 
tragedy. It is possible that he died from 
exposure in the hills, to which he fled 
after the shooting. The authorities are 
atill searching for some trace of him.

Hundredth Anniversary of the Launch-- 


ing Commemorated, 


Battleships Leave Boston. 


Boston, Oct. 22.—The battleships Mas- 


sachusetts, Texas and Iowa, and the 
cruisers New York and Brooklyn left 
their anchorage in the upper harbor and 
President Roads at 6 o'clock this morning 
and steamed slowly out of the harbor on 
their way to Tompkinsville, S. I, The 
Massachusetts was the first to get under 
way and was followed in regular order by 
the New York, Texas and Brooklyn. The 
dispatch boat Dolphin did not leave her 
anchorage off the navy yard until 7 a. in. 
The officers of all vessels were much 
pleased over the success of the "Old Iron- 
sides" celebration. 


NAVAL PARADE WAS UNEXCEUSD. 


Senator Lodge on the Exploits 


of the Famous Craft. 


Boston, Oct. 22.—Never in the hletory 


of the city have the men of Uncle Sain's 
navy appeared to better advantage than 
in the naval parade in connection with 
the observance ol the celebration of 
the launching: of the Constitution. The 
marines and sailors from the ves- 
sels of the north Atlantic squad-' 
ron in port, comprising the Masachu- 
setts, New York, Texas, Iowa and 
Brooklyn, were in line, accompanied by 
the Massachusetts naval brigade, Sear- 
sage j^aval Veteran association and 
survivers of the Eighth Massachusetts 
volunteers. 


The parade was under the direction ot 


Brigadier General J. L. Carter, inspector 
general of Massachusetts, who was chief 
marshal, and on its way through the 
streets the various organizations wera 
heartily cheered by thousands of specta- 
tors.

The chief features of the day's cele- 


bratlon were the literary exercises in 
Ihe Old South church, where Governor

speeches, and the naval parade in 
the 
afternoon. 
Long: 
before 
the 


hour assigned for the exercises to 
begin, the historic church was filled to 
its utmost capacity by men, women and 
children. 


Governor Wolcott acted as presiding 


officer during- the exercises. Prayer 
•u-as offered by Chaplain Dowse of the 
Massachusetts senate, Governor Wol- 
cott then delivered the opening address, 
referring In eulogistic terms to the vessel 
in honor of which the anniversary was 
hald and the patriotism which marked 
her history. 


Governor Wolcott said in part: "This 


is a memorable 
day. 
With profound 


gratification the commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts welcomes back to her old 
moorings the most famous vessel of the 
United States. 
With decoration and 


banners, with the roaring1 of cannon, and 
the acclaim of her people, the common- 
wealth commemorates the 130th anni- 
versary of the launching In her own 
waters of the trig-ate, now old and dis- 
mantled, which won Imperishable glory 
for American seamanship. 


Old Ironsides won her victory not 


alone because her armament was heavi- 
er than that of any other frigate of her 
clay, nor because the lines of her hull 
and her sail plan enabled her to outsail 
the line of battleships of the enemy, but 
because she was handled with consum- 
mate seamanship, was fought with an 
accuracy of sunnery that was unequa?ed 
and was maimed from the quarterdeck 
to the for»oastle with a crew inspired 
with that heroic determination and ardor 
that reek nol ot death when g'iory is the 
prize." 


1V13« jRoosevelt's Bemarks. 


Govern*!- Wolcott then 
introduced 


Theodore Roosevelt, assistant secretary 
of the navy, who spoke In part as fol- 
lows: 


The moment of the Constitution's 


launching was the beginning of our navy 
as we know it today. It was 15 years 
after launching of the Constitution and 
her sister ships before that proud flag 
which menaced us was humbled, and 
during that 15 years there vreve many 
people who objected to the maintenance 
of a navy, "lest we should be tempted to 
use it." 
There were those then as now 


who tailed to recognize that the exist- 
ence of a navy is the cheapest form of 
insurance against encroachment and 
danger from forelgrn powers. 


It was because we had the Constitu- 


tion and her sister ships that we came 
out of the war with credit, and it is due 
to a policy contrary to that which 
prompted the introduction of such ves- 
sels that in recent years brought us into 
danger of grravest national dishonor, 


Orator of the Day. 


The orator of the day was Senator 


Lodge. 
His address was largely his- 


torical, but toward the close he drew 
this moral: 
"One hears it often said 


by persons who are prone to mistake 
for thought the repetition of aged aphor- 
isms, that some people intend to have 
peace even if they fight for it. 
They 


imagine that they are giving utterance 
to a biting • arid conclusive sarcasm, 
when in reality they are stating: a pro- 
found and simple truth. 
All the peace 


the world hits ever had has been ob- 
tained by fighting, and all the peace 


that any nation wnl«h la neither sub- 
ject nor trivial can ever have is by 
readiness to fight If attacked. 


"In our eltites and towns we main- 


tain a large army of soldiers. We call 
them policemen, but they are drilled and 
•Drgaalzed, and are in esse^ia-ls a mili- 
tary body. 
For what purpose are they 


maintained? To make war on any one? 
On the contrary we have police in order 
to keep the public peace. 


"In the same way must the peace of 


nations be kept. 
Weakness and fear 


and dofenseles&ness mean war and dis- 
honor. 
Readiness, preparation and 


courage mean honor and peace. 
Where 


we were unprepared in 1812 we suffered; 
where we were prepared we prospered 
and vindicated our national existence. 


"That is the true line of nu.tioiial policy 


for which the Constitution stands today 
Just as much as when s-he overcame the 
English frigates. 
Her builder, build- 


ing better than he knew both in timber 
and in words, called her with, a fine 
eloquence, 'a powerful agent of. national 
justice.' 


"So she was, and she was also a- min- 


ister and guardian of peace; not the 
peace at which a spirited people revolt, 
but the peace of which Lowell sings. 
But there is still something more in 
this ship Constitution than vivid in- 
struction as to the truest national policy. 
She is the yet living- monument, not 
alone of her own victories, but oC the 
men behind the guns who won {hem. 
She speaks to us of patriotism and cour- 
age, of the devotion to an idea- and to 
a sentiment for which men la-id down 
their lives. 


"Turn her into a training vessel if 


you will, and let American boys learn 
from her lesscms of patriotism as well 
as seamanship, but at all events let her 
be preserved. 
She represents gallant 


deeds and goodly victories. 
She stands 


for the spirit of patriotism which up- 
lifts nations, and without which no peo- 
ple can be great. 


"So I say all honor to the brave old 


ship. 
You may strip her of sails and 


rigging, cut away her masts and tako 
out her guns, but you can never tear 
from her tho memories she boars. 
Lot 


her have then, now and always, the love 
and honor and care which are hers by 
risht. 


"But whatever befalls, let us at least 


not suffer her (o perish by neglect and 
fade away from siffht like the dull weed 
that rots itself in ease at Lethe's wharf. 
If we cannot keep her in honor then let 
It be said now even as was said nearly 
70 years ago: 


Nail to her mast her holy flag, 


Set every threadbare sail, 


And give her to the God of Storms, 


The lightning and the gale.

Ehode Island is matins- some progress 


in the direction of road reform, and her 
example is worthy of attention. She may 
not be attacking the road difficulty in ex- 
actly the right way to achieve quick re- 
6ult.s but her intentions r.re. good, and 
perhaps in time her small area will iur- 
nish a practical study for road reformers. 


Three ypare ago a law was enacted es- 


taliihing the office of state highway com- 
missioners, and providing for the con- 
itmotion of sample half miles of improved 
highways in each of the towns of the state. 
Nineteen towns have made application 
for the sample roads, and half miles of 
improved roadway have been constructed 
In 11 towns. The state highway commis- 
sioner chose to do bis work in the worst 
section of the main highways of the 
tow ns, for the purpose of influencing the 
towns to improve the roads on either Bide 
of the sample. This, of course, has made 
the 
samples 
expensive, and conse- 


quently militated to some extent against 
the cause of road reform, by making 
a 
false 
showing 
as 
to 
average 


cost. The coat of the half-mile sections 
has 'been ?6,000, or f 12.000 to a mile, but 
the state highway commiss'oner is confi- 
dent that long-distance highways can be 
constructed, or reconstructed, at from 
|5,COO to $9,000 a mile. As the commis- 
sioner admits that along a road of any 
length there may be two or three spots 
thai demand extra treatment, it might, 
perhaps, have been a better policy to have 
constructed the average roadway for an j 
illustration, and left the br.d spots for the 
towns. Of course, the illustration of the 
•pecial manner of treating bad spots has 
•ome value, but in view of the present at- 
titude of the farmers toward road reform, 
the matter of cost per mile is a vital con- 
liclcration. When the farmers can be 
•hown that roads ca« he repaired and 
made sound and permanent by the ex- 
penditure of a 
comparatively small 


•mount of money, they will flock to the 
ro:id reform movement, and the highways 
of the United States will soon show an 
improved condition. 


In this connection it is interesting to 


note the vigor with which the policy of 
laying wide, flat steel rails on country 
roads for ordinary 
vehicles is being 


pushed by Gen. Koy Stone, the chief of 
the good roads division of the Department 
•f Agriculture. It has been demonstrated 
(Suit these rails can be laid for a compara- 
•»ely small cost per mile, and that they 
tan be so laid that they will not sag cut 
oi shape and become useless. These rail- 
rends would naturally lead to B. better- 
ment of the condition of the roads on 
which they are built, ar.d the rails would 
prevent the wheels from jmdoing the 
work of the road-builders. 
Bicyclers 


have a special interest in this class of im- 
proved road, ns they could use the flat 
rail for a track; and the bicyclers are in- 
fluential factors in the road reform move- 
ment.

Lord Cochrane was one of the great- 


est naval commanders England ever 
had, and in 1817 he helped to free 
Chili from that same Spanish yoke 
against which the Cubans are now 
fighting. While he was serving Chili 
ns the Commander-in-chief of her navy 
he (ought an engagement with his 5- 
year-old son by his side. This extra- 
ordinary incident was the result of the 
child's indomitable will, and his fath- 
er's secret sympathy with his desires. 
Lady Cochrane had come from Santia- 
go to Valparaiso to see her husband 
off to the war. 
She bade him good-by 


on board his ship, and went ashore; 
as she was looking out of the window 
of her house and listening to the gun 
that was summoning all 
hands on 


hoard for the last time she saw her 
little son in the arms of the first lieu- 
tenant, waving his cap and shouting 
"Viva la Patria," as ho was carried 10 
the beach. The sea lion's cub had in- 
sisted on going with his father, and 
before his frantic mother could reach 
him he was in the boat and under way 
to the flagship. Lord Cochrane could 
not delay the fleet to send him back. It 
seems "probable he was glad to get him, 
for, 
if the first lieutenant had not had 


a pretty good notion of his master's 
desires, how would 
he have dared 


bring the boy aboard? The youngster 
was without other clothes other than 
those he had on, and he was rigged 
out in suits made of canvas by the de- 
lighted sailmaker. 


Before the first engagement 
Lord 


Cochrane locked Ids son in the after- 
cabin, but the kid '=ra.B cot his son for 
nothing. He wormed himself through 
the quarter-gallery window, joined his 
father on deck, and, strange as it may 
seem, was allowed to stay there. Lord 
Cochrane had a weakness for that sort 
of thing himself. 


He, the baby, stood there in his min- 


laturo 
midshipman's 
uniform, 
and 


handed powder tins up and down to 
Hie gunners. Presently a shot tore off 
the head of the marine next him, and 
he was covered with blood, hut he 
rushed instantly to his father, crying: 


"I am not hurt, papa; the shot did 


not touch me. Jack says the ball ia 
not made that can kill mamma's boy." 


After that he was ordered below, 


and went away screaming, but victory 


{ ran in the family, so to speak, and lie 


got on deck again and was at last al- 
lowed to stay there till the last guu 
was fired.—Chicago Inter-Ocean.

Interest lias been taken in shredding 
fodder. Many have hesitated thinking 
that the shredded corn would not keep 
well in. the mow or stack. When first 
practiced more or less 
fodder 
was 


shredded in a somewhat damp condi- 
tion. It invariably heated in the. mow, 
became musty and gave unsatisfactory 
results. The fodder should not be run 
through the machine until it is entire- 
ly dry and well cured. It would be 
better over-dry than not dry enough, 
tn 1895 at tlie Indiana experiment sta- 
tion all of the corn fodder was shred- 
ded. 
It kept well in the mow, and 


was free from mustiness. The cattle 
and aheep ate it freely, and it was 
used well into the spring. 


There are several points in favor of 


Shredded fodder. It is more econom- 
ical to feed than the uncut corn. It is 
eaten up cleaner by the stock than 
most cut fodder, there being less waste 
due to the ahsence of the hard, sharp- 
edged and short butt pieces of stalk 
usually found in cut fodder. The re- 
fuse makes better material for bed- 
ding than does whole stalks or cut 
pieces, being finer and softer. It han- 
dles far better in the manure pile than 
does the entire stalk. 
It does not 


make the mouths of cattle sore, while 
that of coarsely cut fodder oftentimes 
floes. It packs more economically in 
the mow than does uncut fodder. The 
feeding value of shredded and cut fod- 
der is practically the same. 


Shredding is coming more and more 


into practice, and many farmers are 
making use of the process. Shredders 
and huskers combined are made, or 
the shredders may be bought sepa- 
rately. Baled shredded corn hay may 
now be found in the hay markets and 
it furnisnes a valuable class of coarse 
Eood for horses, cattle and sheep. A 
ton of shredded fodder contains over 
three-fourths of a ton of 
digestible 


Eood for the animal body. In these 
times of low prices, the farmers of the 
country cannot afford to allow their 
fodder corn crop to go to waste, so 
long as it can he used instead of other 
rough stuff. Shredded, it may be han- 
dled and fed to the greatest advantage. 
—C. T. Plumb, Indiana Experiment 
iitation. 


Proper Tood Prevents Pig-Eating. 
No sow that has the range of a clo- 


ver field, or that has a large part o{ 
her daily ration, bran, shipstuff or 
middlings ever eats her pigs. 
Pig- 


eating sows generally are fed a heating 
diet of corn, a feed notably deficient in 
protein, but especially phosphates and 
potash. 
The pig-eating habit grows 


out of the craving of the mother for 
that quality of which her system has 
been so thoroughly depleted in the de- 
velopment of her young. 


Throw a beef head from the slaugh- 


terhouse to the most confirmed pig- 
eating sow and she will drop a pig out 
of her mouth to eat the moat and 
crunch the hones. 
A 300-lb. sow will 


entirely consume every part of a beef 
head that she can break, become quiet 
and nurse her pigs, with evident sat- 
isfaction. Coal, slack, 
rotten wood, 


old bones laid on the coals in ths 
cook stove after the meal has been 
cooked, to soften them, regularly fed 
to the sows that are expected to far- 
row soon, will help to furnish the 
needed food and prevent that abnor- 
mal state that results in eating pigs. 


A very large part of the diet of 


brood sows ought to be bran and ship- 
stuff, and the pigs will come with a 
strong bone structure, healthy 
and 


vigorous. These feeds are very rich 
in bone-making material. 
What we 


want is preventive measures, not cruel 
straight jackets to restrain. Study tho 
nature and quality of the fesd you use 
ind you contiol the results.—Agricul- 
turist. 


How to Milk Properly. 


A farmer who generally did his own 


milking, employed a boy. The milk 
shrank one-third in two weeks. The 
farmer resumed milking and ia two 
weeks got the same amount as before. 
Afterwards he set the hired man to 
milking and the milk shrank 10 per 
lent in two weeks, and in two weeks 
more, the farmer milking again, was 
back at the standard. 
This man milks 


auickly and very clean. He closes the 
forefinger and thumb around the teat 
high up and makes a downward mo- 
tion, tightening the grip and forcing 
Dut the milk. 
He then lets go his 


circle, carries up the hand and presses 
it smartly agains!. the udder, closes 
and pulls down a;, ncl'ore. The idea is 
to given as near as may be the same 
motion the calf does in sucking.

RESOLT^AS FATAL 


Death of Judge Danforth of 


Williamstown Caused by 


An Accident. 


HE WAS THROWN FROM A WAGON 


Sustained a Terrible 
Injury to His 


Head. 
Lived a Littie Over Eight 


Hours. 
How It Happened. 


Sketch 
of 
His 


Life. 


Judge Keyts Dinforth of Williamstown 


died at 10.15 o'clock Thursday night from 
the effects of an injury sustained eight 
hours before. He was driving on Church 
street toward Cole avenue in that town a 
lew minutes before 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon and at the corner of Church and 
Manning- streets he met an electric car in 
uhar.'e of Motorrn.in Gates and Conductor 
William Chalmers. The horse be was 
driving: is said not to be afraid of the cars, 
but he occasionally shies and in this in- 
stance he made a bad break, turning ab- 
ruptly into Manning street and starting 
on a run. On the grass by the roaa was a 
length of six-inch water pipe. 
The 


wheels of the buggy struck this diagon- 
ally 
and 
the 
judge, 
a 
man 


weighing about 250 pounds, was thrown 
from his seat and struck on his bead with 
terrible force. The horse ran to Cole ave- 
nue, where he was stopped by Ed. White* 
The car was stopped and Conductor 
Chalmors alighted to render what assist- 
ance he couid, while the motorman took 
the car to the end of the road, nearly a 
mile further on. The men in charge o^ 
the car were in no degree responsible for 
the accident. 


Judge Danforth lay unconscious with 


his head in a pool of blood until he was 
taken into the house of John Lazott on 
the opposite corner. 
Drs. Hull and 


Woodbridge 
were called and arrived 


quickly. 
The 
judge soon regained 


consciousness, but did not know how the 
accident happened and asked questions 
about it. The doctors found him suffer- 
ing from a terrible scalp wound. The 
scalp, wilb both eyelids attached, was 
peeled up to the top of the head, the cut 
extending from a point back of the left 
ear along; the side of the head, across the 
bridge of the nose and around to the right 
temple. No bones were broken and there 
was no evidence of other injury except 
that the jud^e complained of an uncom- 
fortable feeling; in his back. The wound 
was dressed as soon as practicable, about 
35 stitches being required to close it. 


About as hour after the accident there 


was a collapse, and it was believed the 
judge was dying, but under the influence 
of hypodermic iniections he rallied and 
the hope that he might pull through was 
revived. It was decided to remove him to 
his home and the ambulance was called 
from this city, but when it arrived at -l.So 
o'clock his condition was such that he 
could not be safely moved and the am- 
bulance was eent back. Judge Danforth 
had the constant care of one or more 
phj sicians, but ia spite of their best 
efforts he gradually grew weaker, until 
death ended his suffering. 


Judge Danforth was born in Williams- 


town Jamary 11. 1S22, and was therefore 
ia his 70th year. lie wa-s the son of Keyes 
and Mary Bushnell Danforth, substantial 
residents 
of 
the 
town 
in 
its 


earlier days. Ho was given a college ed" 
ucatiou, graduating Trom Williami in the 
class ol'40. Shortly after his graduation 
he went to Chepaehet, R. I., and entered 
the office of his brother-in-law, George 
Brown, where he took up and pursued 
the study of law until he was admitted to 
the Rhode Island bar. After practicing 
a short time in that state he returned and 
was admitted to the Berkshire bar and 
began the practice of law in his native 
town, 
whero 
he 
continued to rs- 


side until the close of his life. 


Judge Danforth always took a keen in- 


terest in public affairs and had held many 
important positions. He was postmaster 
for eight yeirs in the fifties, being the 
incumbent of that office at the time 
of Lincoln's first election. During the 
many years that the late Hon. Joseph 
White was treasurer of Williams college 
Mr. Danforth acted ?s assistant treasurer 
aud attended to ah the detail work of 
that office. For many years he was the 
treasurer of the town, which he also 
served as selectman and member of the 
school board. In 1S50 or 'Cl he was elected 
to the legislature on tho Democratic 
ticket, and was again elected in 3S79. In 
politics ho was a staunch Democrat all 


liie and was ever ready to do all he 


could to further the interests and con- 
tribute to the success of his party. Ia the 
spring of 18S5 he was appointed justice of 
the Wilhamstowa police court and held 
that office to the time of his death. He 
had been a member of the Congrega- 
tional church for many years. 


In addition to the practice of his pro- 


fession and his connection for many years 
with 
public 
affairs 
Judge 
Dan- 


forth had been inteiested in various busi- 
ness 
enterprises 
in his 
town. 
Ho 


was a 
muaiber 
of 
the 
firm 
of 


Danlortli & Co., which formerly manu- 
factured cotton yarn in what was known 
as the Walley mill, and was also a mem- 
ber of the firm of Loop, Hopkins & Co., 
which built a mill on Wafer street and 
engaged in the. manufacture of twine. 
The latter mill is now a part of the Boston 
Finishing works. Mr. Danforth was also 
interested an agriculture and found much 
enjoyment in the management of his fine 
larm a short distance west of the village. 


He was a man who will be greatly 


missed in Williamstown. His prominence 
in the social, business and political life of 
that community made him known to and 
brought him into contact with all classes, 
and he was also widely known beyond the 
borders of bis town. He was an excep- 
tionally sociable and genial man, possess- 
ing a temperament and disposition which 
enabled 
him 
to 
extract 
from life 


[he 
greatest amount of enjoyment. 


He always seemed cheorful and happy 
and had an easy way of imparting his 
good spirits to those about him. To meet 
Judge Danforth and not soon be laughing 
dull care away was an experience seldom 
tiad. His good nature was one of his 
ino^t prominent characteristics and he 
was a most entertaining man. He had an 
. xr:ellent memory and was fond of re- 
siling incidents and experiences of long 
jgo. This trait, as well as his skill as a 
nurator, was well illustrated in the 
ch i,pters on ''Boyhood Reminiscences" 
i inch appeared in the WEEKI/ST TaAS- 


SCHIPT a few years aso, and which were 
afterward published in attractive book 
form. 


The sudden death of Judge Danforth 


under such painful circumstances is a 
shock to the community and an event 
that 
will 
be widely 
and sincerely 


mourned. 


In early life Mr. Danforth married Miss 


Anna Lyou of Woodstock, Conn., and two 
children were born to them. One,a daugh- 
ter, died in infancy. Mrs. Danforth died 
in 1S67, leaving a son, Bushnell, who is a 
prominent 
citizen 
of 
Williamstown. 


Judge Danfortu's second wife was Caro- 
line M. Smith of Williamstown, whom he 
married in 1870. She survives. Mr. Dan- 
forth also leaves two sisters, Mrs. Joseph 
White of Williamstown and Mrs. A, C. 
Goer of Hoosick Falls, N. Y,

There will be another coal elevator in 


this city. T. W. Richmond, the well 
known coal dealer, has returned from 
New York city where he has let the con- 
tract for a new elevator on his property 
on Ashland street. The contractors are 
John A, Meade & Co., and they will begin 
work on the new structure in about two 
weeks. 


The elevator will be built in the rear of 


Mr. Richmond's sheds on Auhland street 
now occupied by him in his coal business. 
It will be on the line of the Boston & Al- 
bany railroad and will be 50 feet high. 
Part of the present sheds will be used as a 
portion of the structure. Tho elevator 
will have a capacity of 2000 tons and 50 
tons an hour can be handled at it, Mr. 
Richmond has his engines located at the 
sheds and will not have to change their 
position or substitute new ones for them- 
His practice of sawing and splitting all of 
the wood that he handles made it neces- 
sary for him to have adequate machinery 


On and after November 1, Mr. Rich- 


mond will occupy his old office on State 
street, the one that has been occupied by 
N. H, Arnold for some time. Mr. Rich- 
mond occupied that office for 20 years. 
He will also continue his offices on Main 
and Ashland streets at which he will be 
pleased to welcome his old customers- 
At all of them he will take orders for 
coal, hay, wood or straw.
